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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record shows multiple service classes transmitted in a 
configuration file (See DOCIS RFI Specification section 6.1.2.3, and section 7.2.10), 
wherein the multiple operating parameters are negotiated over registration request (see 
Fijolek: column 33, lines 46-column 34, lines 65). While the prior art also teaches that 
the MAC must be reinitialized when changing certain operating parameters from the 
current parameters (see DOCSIS RFI Specification section 6.3.2.5.3), the prior art of 
record fails to teach the step of the provisioning system interrupting periodic ranging 
deliberately by transmitting a command to the CMTS so that the cable modem receives 
a second configuration file. The prior art therefore fails to disclose the step of a 
provisioning system deliberately interrupting the periodic ranging by transmitting a clear 
modem command to the CMTS thereby causing the selected cable modem to return to 
synchronization process and receive a second configuration file. Furthermore, while the 
prior art of record teaches the step of the CMTS transmitting an abort ranging message 
to the CM, thereby causing the CM to re-initialize MAC (See DOCSIS RFI specification, 
section 7.2.5), the prior art of record fails to disclose that the abort ranging message is 
sent to the cable modem from the CMTS upon instructions from the provision system 
via SNMP. For the reasons stated above, claims 1-4, 6-14, 29-33, 36-40, 42-46 are 
allowed.
